_ ABSTRACT OF STATE PAPERS. 





—-The American papers to the 12th ult. contain the 
whole of ,the correfpondence between the American 
aod French Minifters at Paris. Thefe- were laid be- 
fore Congrefs, together with a meffage dated the 3d of 
April, cautioning Congrefs not to publifh them till they 
-had confidered the éonfequences. The letters of cre- 
dence to Meff. Pinckney, Marthall, and Gerry, next 
follow.; then: come their full powers as Am ors, 
to reftore a good underftanding. ‘The Prefident of the 


- United States explains, that he fubfticutes initials, and 
omits that might difcover the perfons alluded 


‘to, who negotiated with the Minifters ;* but thefe, he 
aflures Congrefs, be katows, by the key eftablifhed with 
the Ambaffadors. 

The fixik letter.from the Ambafadors to the Prefi- 
dent, is dated Ogtober 22 ; and after giving an account 
of the refufal the Minifters met with in their attempt to 

‘Be feceived by the Directory, it begins: 

Io the morning of O@ober. 18th M. 'W: of the houfe 

‘ of , 2 on Gen. Pinckney, and informed him that 
‘a’M. X. who was in Paris, and whom the General had feen 
..s:, @ wasa-gentleman of copfiderable credit and reputation 
eens pe and that-we might place great reliance on him. 

In the evening, fame day, M. X. called on Gen. Pinckney, 

and after having fat fome time ‘ whifpered he had 

_gomeflage from M. Talleyrand to communicate. Gen. Pinck- 
ney withdrew to another room ; and when they were alone 
M. X. faid, that he was charged with a bufinefs’in which he 
4was a novice; that be had been acquainted with M. Talleyrand 
paras’ and was fure he had a great regard for America 
and its citizens; and was very defirous of a reconciliation with 

France; that to effectuate that he was ready, if it was thought 
proper, to fuggeit a plan confidentially, that M. Talleyrand 

Ged would anfwer the purpofe. Gen. Pinckney faid he 
“Should be glad to hear it.. M. X. replied, the Dire&ory, par- 
ticularly two-of the members of it, were exceedingly irritared 
at fome paflages of the Prefident’s fpecch, and defired that 
they thould be foftened ; and that this would he neceflary pre- 
‘vious to our reception; that befides a fum’ of money was re- 
quired for the pocket of the Directory and Minifters, to be at 
the difpofal of M; Talleyrand ; and a loan would alfo be iniift- 
edon. M. X.-taid if we acceded to thefe meafures, M. Tal- 
leyrand had no doubt all one differences with France might be 
accommodated. On enquiry, M,' X. could not point out the 
particular paflages of the fpeech that had given offence, nor 
the quantum of the loan,but mentioned that the douceur for the 
ckét was about 50,0001 fterling. Gen. Pinckney told him, 

is colleagues atid bimfelf, from the time of his arrival here, 
had deen treated with great flight and difrefpect; that they 
eagneftly wifhed for peact and reconciliation with France; and 
had been entrufied with very great powers to obtain. thefe 
énds, on honourable terms; that with regard to the propofitions

bably this note may be accompanied by oftenfible pieces, which 
oil euiaiabie to he agents fp refponfibility of the United 
States in cafe any vmbrage fhould caufe an enquiry. ‘There 
fhall alfo be taken from this loan certain fums for the purpofe 
of making the cuftomary diftributions in diplomatic affairs.” — 
The perfon of note, mentianed in the minutes, who had the 
confidence of the DireMory, he faid, before. us all, was M. 
Talleyrand. The amourit of the loan he could not afcertain 
precilely, bat uoderftood it would be ccteoting to our ability 
to pay. The fum which would be confidered as proper, ac- 
cording to diplomatic ufage, was about g0,0001, Sterling.— 
Mle agreed to breakfaft with Mr Gerry on the aif, to make 
fuch explanations as we fhould think proper to requeft ; on the 
acth M. X. called and faid, M. Y. the confidential friend of 
M. Talleyrand, inftead of communicating with us through M. 
X. would fee us himfeif, We appointed to meet him the 20th 
at feven evening, in Gen. Marfhall’s room. At feven M. Y. 
and M. X. entered ; and the firft gentleman being introduced 
as the confidential friend of M, Talleyrand, ftated to us the fa- 
vourable impreflions of that gentleman towards our country, 
which tere made by the’ civilities he had perfonally received 
in America; that to repay thefe’ kindnefles, he was willing to 


_aid usin the prefent negociation by his” good offices with the 


DireStory, who were, he faid, extremely irritated againft the 
Government of thg United. States, on account of fome parts of 
the Prefidedit’s fpeeth, and who had neither acknowledged nor 
received us, and have not authorized M. 'Talleyrand co have 
any communications withus. The Minifter therefdre could 
not fee us himfelf, but-had authorized his friend M. Y, to com- 
municate certain ptopolttions, and receive our anfwer ; and to 
promife if we would’ engage to coolider them as the datis of 
the propdfed negociatiou, he would intercede with the Directo- 
ry to acktiowledge.us, apd give usa public audience, M. Y. 
ftated explicitly that he was clothed with no authority; thac 
he was not a diplomatic charatter ; that he was not ‘ 

- he was only the friend of M. Talleyrand, and 
trufted by him ; “that with regard to himfelf he had . 

and.wifhed well to the United States. He then took 
out of his pocket a French tranflation of the Prefident’s fpeech, 
the parts objected to by the Directory were marked. Then he 
made the fecond fet of propofitions, ditated by him and writ- 
ten by M. X, in our prefence, and delivered to us, as follows : 
“ There is demanded a formal difavowal in writing, declaring 
the fpéech of Prefident Barras did not contain any thing of- 
fenfive to che government of the United States, nor any thing 
which deferved the epithets contained in the whole paragraph : 
adly, Reparation is demanded for the article by which it thall 
be declared, the decree of the Directory mentioned did not 
contain any thing contrary to the treaty of 3778, and had none 
of thofe fatal confequences the paragraph reproaches to it : 
guly, It is demanded there fhould be au acknowledgment in 
writing of the depredations exercifed on our trade by the Ene 
giifh and French privateers: Fourthly, the government of 
France, faithful to the profefhion of public faith which it has 
made not to intermeddle in the internal affairs of foreign go- 
vernments with which it is at peace, would look upon this _pa- 
Tagraph as an attack upon its loyalty, if this was intended by 
the Prefident. It demands, in confequence, a declaration, 
that jt is not the government of France, nor its agents, 
that this paragraph meant to defignate: In confideration of 
thefe reparations, the French Republic is dilpofed to renew 
with the States 6f America, a treaty which fhall place them 
reciprocally in the fame {tate as in 1778; By. this new treaty 
France fhall be placed with re{peét to the United States, on the. 







fame footin ey ftand with England in virtue of laft treaty. 
A fecret ar this new treaty would be a loan to be made 
by the les to. the French Republic ; and once agreed 
upon the of the-loan, it would be endeavoured to con- 


ce of the United States with refpet to the 
belt method of preventing its.publicity. On reading the {peech 
M. Y. dilated very much upon the keennefs of the refentment 
it had produced, and expatiated largely. on, the fatisfaction he 
faid was indilpenfably neceffary as a preliminary to negociation. 
But faid he, gentlemen, 1 will not difguife from you, that, this 
fatisfaction being made, the effential part of the tteaty remains 
to be adjufted; “ you muft pay money, you mutt pay a great 
deal of money.” He {poke much of the force, the honour, and 
the jealous republican pride of France; and reprefented ftrong- 
ly the advatitages which we fhould derive from the neutrality 
thus to’be purchafed. Hefaid, the receipt of the moncy might 
be difguifed to prevent its being confidered a breach of neutra- 
lity by England. Concerning the 0,000). little was faid ; that 
being underitood, to be required for the officers of Government. 
Thefe propofitions, he faid, being admitted as the bafis of the 
propofed treaty, M.‘Talleyrand trufted that, by his influence 
with the Directory, he could prevail on the government to-res 
ceive us. We afked whether we were to confider it as certain 
that, without a previous ftipulation to the effect required, we 
were not to be received. He anfwered, that M. Talleyrand 
himfelf was not authorized to {peak to us the will of the Direc- 
tory, and confequently could not authorize him. 

OStober a1ft, M. X. came before nine o'clock; M. Y. did 
not come until ten—he had pafled the morning with M. Talley- 
rand. After breakfaft the fubject was refumed. He reprefen- 
ted to us that we were not yet received: that the Directory 
were fo exafperated againft the United States, as to have come 
to adetermination to demand, previous to our reception, thofe 
difavowals, reparations, &c. ftated at laft evening. He faid that 
M. Talleyrand and himfelf were extremely fenfible of the paia 
we muft feel in complying ; but that the Directory would not 
difpenfe with it ; that therefore we muft confider it as the in- 
difpenfable preliminary to obtain our reception, unlefs we could 
find the means to change their determination in this particular; 
that if we fatisfied the Diretory in thefe: particulars, a letrer 
would be written to demand the extent of our powers, and 
know whether we were authorized to place them on the fame 
footing with England ;—whether, he faid, our -fnll powers were 
really and fubftantially full powers; or like thofe of Lord Mal- 
mefbury, only illufory? that, if to this our anfwer fhould be 
affirmative, then France would confent that Commiffionets be 
appointed to afcertdin the claims of the United States, in like 
manner as under our treaty with England; but from their jue 
rifdiQion muft be withdrawn thofe which were condemned for 
want of a role d’equipage ; that being a point on which Mer- 
lin, while Minifter of Juftice, had written.a treatife, and on 
which the DireGtory were decided. There would, however, be 
no objection to our complaining of thefe captures in the courle 
of the negociation, and if we could convince Merlin by our rea- 
foning, the Minitter would be fatisfied. We required an ex- 
planation of what’Nf. Y. had hinted at our finding means to a- 
vert the demand concerning the Prefident’s fpeech. He anfwer- 
ed he was not authorized to ftate thofe. If, however, we afk- 
ed his opinion as a private individual, and would receive it as 
coming from him, he would fuggeft to us the means. On being 
aiked, he anfwered, money ;-that the Directory was jealous of 
its own honour, and #f the honour of the nation; and infifted 
on receiving the {ame refpect with which we had treated the 
King ; that this honour mult be maintained in the manner ree 

uired, unlefs we fabftituted in the place of thofe reparations 
omething perhaps more valuable, that was moucy. He faid, 
if we defired him ‘to point out the fum, he would do fe. We 
requefted him to proceed, . He faid, there were 32 millions of 
florins of Ducch infcriptions, worth ten fhillings in the pound 

which might be ailigned to us at 20 fhillings in the pound ines

propofition to «make relative to any advance of money on our 
part ; that Ametica had fultained heavy loffes by French depre- 
dations on our commerce, and France had alledged fo (many) 
complaints againt the United States, that on thote fubjects we 
came fully prepared, and were furprifed co find Fratice unwil- 
ling to hear us, and making demands which could never be 
fulpected by our Government, and had tne appearance of our 
being the aggreftiag party. M. Y. exprefled himtelt vehement- 
ly ou the refentment of Francé, and complained that, initead of 
our propofing a {ubQuute for the reparations demanded, we were 
ftipulating certain conditions to be performed by the Directory ; 
that he could not take charge of fuch propolitions 5 and the 
Directory would perfitt in its demand of thofe reparations he 
firft tated. ‘We anfwered, we could not help it: it was tor 
the DireSory to determine what courfe its own honour and the” 
interefts of France required it to purfue—it was for us to guard 
the honour and interefts of our country. M. Y. obferved, we 
had taken no notice of the firfl propotition, whether we were 
ready to niake the reparations and explanations concerning the 
Prefident’s (peech >? We told him, we fuppofed it impoflible 
that either he or the Minifter could imagine fuch a propofition 
could require an anfwer—ye did not underftand it as being fe- 
riguily expected, but as iptrodettory to fubjects of seal confi- 
deration. ' He {poke of the refpect the Directory required, and 
that it would exaSt asumuch as was paid to the ancient Kings. 
We anfwered, America had demonitrated to the world, and e- 
{pecially co France, a much greater refpect for her prefent Go- 
vernmeot than for her Monarchy, aud there was no evidence 
of this difpefition.which ought to be required, that we were 
not ready to give. He faid, we fhould certainly not be recei- 
ved ; and feemed to fhudder at the confequences. We faid, A- 
merica had made every pollible effort to remain on friendly 
terms with Franec ; that fhe was {till making them—if France 
would not hear us, but would make war, nothing remained for 
us but to regret the unavoidable neceifity of defending ourfelves. 
The febject of our powers was again mentioned; and we told him, 
eur powers were fuch as authorized us to place France on e- 
qual ground with EngisnJd. The role d'equipage was allo 
mentioned ; and we alked what affurance could we have, if 
France infifted on the right of adding to the ftipulations of our 
treaty, or. ot altcting them by municipal regulations, that any 
future treaty we could make fhould be obferved? M. Y. faid 
he didnot affert the principle of changing treaties by munici- 
pal regulations; but the Directory confidered its regulation 
concerning the role d’equipage as comporting with the treaty. 
We obferved to him, none of our veffels had what the French 
termed a role d’equipage, and if we were to furrender’ all. the 
property which h eu taken from our citizens where 
their veflels were not furnifhed with fuch a role, the Govern. 
ment would be refponfible to its citizens for the property fo 
furrendered ; fince it would be impoflible to undertake to affert, 
that there was any plaulibility in the allegation, that our trea- 
ty required a role d’equipage. The fubject of difavowals, &c. 
concerning the Prefident’s:.{peech was again mentioned; and 
it was obferved, the Conftitution of the United States required 
our Prefident to communicate his ideas on the affairs of the 
nation; that, in obedience co the Conftitution, he had done fo; 
we had not power to alter any part of the Prefident’s fpeech, 
‘ that could produce no other effect than to make us ridiculous to 
the Government and to the citizens of the United States ; and to 
produce, on the part of the Prefident, an immediate difavowal 
and recal of us as his agents; that independent of this, all A- 
merica was acquainted with the facts ftated by the Prefident; 
and our difavowing them would not change the public fenti- 
ment. * We parted, and: with full indications, on the part of M. 
Y. of his expe@ation, we thould receive the threatened letter, 
The nature of the above communication will evince the necef- 
fity of fecrecy ; and we have promifed Mefl. X,and Y. their 
names fball in no event be made public.

Otober 30.— After breakfaft the fubject was relumed.—M.

which might befal the United States, but he proceeded to ob- 
ferve it was probable we might rely on forming a league with 
England. If we had fuch areliance it would fail us. The {itu- 
ation of England was fuch as to compel Pittto make peace on 
thetermsof France. A variety of caufes were in operation 
which made fuch an effe@ abfolutely certain. To fay nothing 
of the oppofitiun in England to the Minifter and to the war, 
an oppolition which the fears of the nation would in¢reafe ; to
